IRISH BEEF 
A T least 90 per cent. of the exports of cattle 


and beef from the Republic of Ireland are 
to come to the United Kingdom for the next 
three years. Britain is the traditional market 
for Irish cattle. Eire sent us 298,000 cattle last 
year, most of them stores to be fattened on 
summer grass. This is a much smaller number 
than Eire sent 20 years ago, but she has 
recently developed an export trade in tinned 
meat and chilled and frozen carcases. A little 
of her best beef has been chilled for sale to the 
Americans, and no doubt this luxury trade will 
continue. Britain is to have at least 90 per cent. 
of the total exports of cattle and beef. The 
prices to be paid for Imsh fatstock and meat 
will, as now, be linked to prices paid to the 
United Kingdom farmer, and as a small con- 
cession to encourage the trade in store cattle 
farmers here who buy Irish stores and sell them 
after fattening will get 4s. Gd. instead of 5s. a 
live cwt. less than the prices for home-bred 
meat. While we are so short of beef it is 
doubtful wisdom to continue any penalty on 
Irish-bred cattle, but this differential 1s

NOT-UNUSUAL sight in the garden ona 
warm and sunny morning when the 
insects are busy among the flowers is a 


humble, or bumble, bee buzzing in circles on the 
pathway with rapidly fluttering wings, and 
raising the dust in a small cloud around it. | 
have always thought that on these occasions the 
bee was half-stunned through colliding with the 
branch of a tree when in flight, as | mentioned 
in a recent Note on this page, though it seems 
unlikely that nature should so design an insect 
t! it cannot fly from flower to flower without 
bumping into obstructions 

\ reader of Country LIF! has now 
suggested that possibly the humble bee, like the 
farmyard hen, takes a dust bath to clear itself 
of parasites. He tells me that, when one morn 
ing he went down to liven up the previous day's 
brushwood fire in one of his copses, he noticed a 
disturbance above the dry white ashes—a tiny 
whirlwind which moved rapidly round and 
round over the surface, raising a small cloud of 
ash wherever it went It proved to be a large 
humble bee fanning the ash with its wings, and 
getting itself well dusted in the process. Afte1 
carrying on for a minute or so, it stopped and 
settled on a near-by twig, where it thoroughly 
preened itself with its forelegs, working the ash 
off its wings and its furry thorax Chen back 
it went to the extinct bonfire to flutter over it 
again, and after three repetitions of the ash 
fanning process it finally flew away 

As my correspondent states, it looked to 
him as if the bee was indulging in a de-lousing 
dust bath, since it flew deliberately over the 
surface of the ashes, and the most optimists 
insect would hardly expect to find anything 
edible in the remains of yesterday's bonfire 
which were still warm. It remains, therefore, for 
an expert entomologist to throw some light on 
the matter, and tell us if the humble bee buzzes 
about on a dusty surface in this fashion to free 
itself of parasites | have noticed on occasions 
that as ‘a flea hath smaller fleas that on him 
prey’ the humble bee during the latter part of 
the summer sometimes appears to be very 
shabby and lethargic, and closer examination 
will show that there are a number of minute 
insects moving about in the fur of its body

AS I look back over the last nine months it 
“KX occurs to me that, though in common with 
all other Britons I know that we live in a 
country remarkable for extraordinary weather

MOURNING RINGS - 


OURNING or memorial rings were for a 
century and a half an almost essential 
part of the ritual which surrounded the 
death and burial of any member of an English 
family of moderate means. To-day, more than 
a hundred years since the fashion changed, they 
are still to be found in jewellers’ cheaper trays 


and in the trinket boxes of one’s elderly 
relations. That they have so largely dis 
appeared, and are still disappearing, is not 


surprising when their ephemeral gloomy interest 
and their usual lack of artistic merit is con 
sidered. A more elementary reason for their 
wholesale destruction in tens of thousands is the 
ever-increasing value of the excellent gold of 
which they are made. “They're curiosities 
And they’re property ... they're property and 
portable ...my guiding star always is ‘Get 
hold of portable property’ ”’: so spoke Wemmick 
the attorney’s clerk in Great Expectations. Only 
a small fraction of the vast numbers of rings 
produced have survived the attentions of more 
recent and more wholesale Wemmicks 

Before the middle of the 17th century it 
was not infrequent for mention to be made in 
wills of rings that were to be bequeathed to

Small amounts 
of money, varying usually between one and ten 
guineas, were commonly bequeathed for the 
purchase of rings in memory of the testator 

From the reign of Charles II] (1660-1685) it 
became more usual to manufacture 
mourning rings with the purpose of reminding 
the legatee both of his own ultimate fate and of 
the date of death of his friend or 
relation, rings marked inside with 
the initials or name of the deceased together 
with the date.

THE SEAT OF THE DUKE OF 
ARGYLL 


By CHRISTOPHER GOTCH 


The Georgian Gothic castle, designed in 1745 
for the 3rd Duke of Argyll by Roger Morris, 
was completed and decorated, between 1772 and 
1780 by the Sth Duke, who employed the versatile 


talent of Robert Mylne, 


YOON after 1743, when he succeeded his 
brother the kield-Marshal, the 8rd Duke 

KF of Argyll began the entire rebuilding of 
Inveraray He resolved to move the little 
town that clustered round the mediaval 
castle t6 a position on the headland a mile 
south from the River Aray’s mouth, and 
engayed Roger Morris, his brother's and Lord 
Pembroke’s architect, to design the new 
castl In the little Georgian capital of the 
Clan Campbell, which comes as such a sus 
prise in the Highlands, the Court Room and 
gaol were almost all that was finished at his 
death in 1761 The castle, no less surprising 
as an early example of Georgian Gothic, was

also left unfinished. His successor in the 
dukedom, a cousin, apparently felt no inter 
est in either of these projects, so that it fell to 
the 5th Duke, who acceded in 1770, to 
bring them to « ompletion, The town, laid out 
afresh, was built with a formal grace that has 
made it renowned as an example, unique in 
its kind, of town planning in miniature. 
Though the castle itself is, perhaps, more 
curious than handsome, it 1s remarkable for 
the beauty of its rooms and of its numerous 
ancillary buildings. It is these that form the 
subject of the present article, since the 
recent discovery of the journals of Robert 
Mylne shows that all the later work at 
Inveraray is due to this notable architect.* 

It appears that Mylne was commissioned 
at the instigation af the Duke's second wife, 
the Dowager Duchess of Hamilton and form- 
erly Miss Elizabeth Gunning, the famous 
beauty. Her brother-in-law was Lord Archi- 
bald Hamilton, who had been one of Mylne’s 
pupils at Rome in 1758. As Marquis of Lorne 
the Duke had employed Mylne upon altera- 
tions at Argyll House in London, and later 
for interior work at Rosneath Castle and 
\rdincaple House 

On his initial visit, in September, 1772, 
Mylne stayed tive days surveying all the 
bridges in the district as well as the “castle 
apartments from top to bottom,’’ which led 
him to produce designs for greatly altering 
the plan of Morris's shell. He left the core of 
the castle intact, but reversed the direction of 
the access to it and so changed the lay-out of 
the main apartments. Out of a long saloon 
on the north side he « reated a small entrance 
lobby, with a drawing-room on one side and a 
dining-room on the other. Che former 
entrance hall he transformed into the saloon 
facing south to a formal garden, and the 
adjoining drawing-rooms became the library 
and tapestry room. In quly, 1773, he pave 
the Duke a design for the new saloon and 
“procured and sent the papier maché for the 
same.”’ Four years later he submitted a plan 
for ‘altering and fitting up and finishing all 
the windows of the principal floor.”’ This sug- 
gested an inexpensive method of forming a 
circular head by framing a wooden spandrel 
into the apex of the window (Fig, 7). By

The character of 
this bridge erected for public use presents 
a stimulating contrast when compared with 
that of the Garden 3ridge and shows 
the author of such a studied effect to have 
possessed a talent outstanding even in the age 
of Adam and Wyatt, Holland and Soane, It 
confirms that Mylne was as able an engineer 
as he was architect. The Aray Bridge was 
constructed of pink granite laced with blue 
ollaris—a local stone similar to slate and 
quarried on the shores of Loch Fyne—while 
the Garden Bridge was wholly of the latter 
material tooled in like manner to that used 
for the castle, with dressings of the same stone 
rubbed to a polished finish. This superbly 
elegant structure has spandrels decorated 
with false circular panels, while — the 
Aray Bridge has a pierced spandrel over the 
central pier, a mannerism of Smeaton’s that 
Mylne borrowed. The Garden Bridge is now 
sadly decayed, although its beauty remains 
unimpaired, The approach masonry is left 
rough, but the round piers and the arch are 
ashlared, with lines radiating across the span, 
which create an illusion of reflected sunlight

Some miles away, in the Deer Park, 
Mylne built the Dubh Loch Bridge over the 
Garron River, a fortress-like structure crenel- 
lated to reflect the wild and gloomy quality 
of the surrounding scenery.

Mylne gives next to no information about 
this group in his journals—just a brief men 
tion for 1776: “advised a new covered way 
from the castle to the Offices.’’

OLD TYPES OF WEATHER 
GLASS 


Sir,—The reply which you print under 
the heading To Forecast the Weather in 
Collectovs’ Questions ot June 6 con 
fuses two types of weather glass 

A glass similar to the one illus 
trated was obtainable in London from 
a well-known firm of opticians as re- 
cently as 1930 under the name of 
Davidson's Old Dutch Weather Glass 
It is filled with water through the 
spout and then hung up ona wall. The 
water should cover the bottom of the 
spout by about an inch. The instru 
ment works by the pressure of the 
trapped air driving the water up the 
spout for a fall in barometric pressure, 
and a rise in barometric pressure 
drives the water in the spout down to 
the bottom. This glass is extremely 
sensitive and will show a char ,< in 


barometric pressure before ar /thing 
but the most sensitive anero' 

The type of storm glass which is 
filled with the special liquids de- 
scribed in your reply consisted of a 
glass tube similar to a test tube about 
9 ins. long and an inch in diameter 
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but the covey will quickly return on 
the wing from any distance at the 
sound of a call or whistle; one bird 
always remains as a look-out. 
During cold and snowy weather they 
will fly up on to a window ledge and, 
when cordially invited penetrate 
through the open window in search 
of food. I enclose a photograph of two 
of my tame partridges, one of which 
is taking food from my hand, on a

REARING PARTRIDGES 
SIR Early in the afternoon of May 
29 I was cutting the nettles which 
stood more than waist high alongside 
the wood adjoining the house, when 
I came upon a partridge’s nest with 
11 eggs in it. It was within five yards 
of the house. We thought it unlikely 
that the hen would return after the 
nettles had been cleared, so my young 
daughter gathered the eggs and found 
that they were still warm 

When I came in several hours 
later my daughter told me that she had 
put che eggs in the airing cupboard 
to keep them warm A broody hen was 
found at a neighbouring house and the 
first partridge hatched out on the 
3ist By the following afternoon, ten 
had hatched successfully 
the eleventh egg was 
infertile 

Their foster-mother 
(a Rhode Island Red) sat 
so well that she was later 
put on another hen’s eggs 
as their layer had refused 
tosit any longer, although 
they were within two 
days of hatching.

contains many angles, every single plank has to 
be cut and shaped individually to provide the 
perfect fit. When I stress that the sawing and 
planing is carried out without resort to tem 
plates, with nothing better than a blue print 
and bare measurements, it will be realised that 
the preparation of these planks is, in itself, 
a highly skilled undertaking such as can be 
mastered only with years of practice 

In laying his planks the boat-builder fills 
in one side of his yacht before turning to the 
other. Beginning by the keel, and often working 
in sections, he will set his strips edge to edge at 
many different angles until the whole side is 
covered. Each plank he rivets securely by cop- 
per rivets to each one of the timbers as well as 
to the keel in the case of the lower ones. And 
as he reaches each ribbon so he removes it 
When one side is complete he turns to the other 
Whereupon the moulds too are removed. 

If the yacht is to be single-skin the planking 
is then finished. If, however, it is to be double 
skin the work is not yet even half completed 
Now the laid planks are covered with oiled 
calico; and a second series of mahogany strips 
is fixed above the calico at an angle entirely 
different from that of the first series. (Here 
| should perhaps stress that many boat-builders 
work in sections when building a double-skin 
boat completing the second skin of one section 
before laying the first skin of the next

skin, the next task is to fix the stringers, risings 
and gunwales across the inside of the timbers

Once more, Schweppshire anticipates the era of progress—the 


century of the common, or fairly common, man. The making 


of music is not left to the individual freak, the isolated and 


probably introverted and ego-bound “composer”, standing or 
wishing to stand apart from his fellow men. Musical creation 
iS a spontaneous act evolved from the group-will, by the group- 
will, for the group-will. 

In this simplified illustration of the poly-omni-panhorn, 
musical group-creation ts seen at work. Mass extemporising is 
co-ordinated, not by the domineering baton of the conductor 
(tawdry effigy of the old slave habit or leader-and-led 
mentality) but by the “unanimity of the common spout”. 

The effect of omnipolyphonic music is difficult to describe
